DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 6-13, 15, 18-26, 28, and 31-38 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for claims 1,13, and 26, the prior art of reference to Maissel (6637029) 
teaches that an intelligent agent monitors what a user watches and customizes the epg 
accordingly. The prior art reference to Knee (5589892) discloses displaying a submenu 
when a user views a channel or schedule information for a service not subscribed to by 
the user. The prior art reference to LaRocca (6314572) discloses accepting user input 
to select a group of channels for subscription. The prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest upon selection of a program guide entry that is for a non-subscribed 
channel, recommending at least one bundle of channels for subscription by the user 
based upon a subscription matrix for the user that is stored locally at the client terminal, 
the currently selected program guide entry for the non-subscribed channel displayed in 
the program guide, and available bundles of channels for subscription, wherein the 
subscription matrix includes channels subscribed to by the client terminal and available 
channels not subscribed to by the client terminal.
